H e was arrested 
Sunday and officers were prepar­ 
ing to file formal charges against 
him at the time the mob battered 
down the door of the small brick

last night and seised 
him.

formed qute ly and grew to such 
proportions that officers in

plans. 
A telephone pole and a railroad 
tie were used to break down the 
iron doors to the small jail, where 
the accused Negro was crouched 
crying and pleading for mercy. 
The Negro was forced to stand 
on the top ut an automobile while 
the rope was fastened and then he 
was pushed clear.

Steve S. 
Watson. 48. a special deputy sher­ 
iff, fell fatally wounded in a Seattle 
business district battle. 
The six 
previous victims were strikers or 
sympathizers. 
W atson and several other deputy 
sheriffs, who have been on dock 
duty, w ere attacked allegedly by ^ 
strikers. 
The officers' automobile 
was turned over. Ivan Gill, a union 
seaman, was arrested for question­ 
ing but later v a t released. 
General Strike Threatened 
Trade unions 
in 
Portland and 
Oakland took definite action toward 
general 
strikes, 
while 
a similar 
threat hanging over San Francisco 
spurred the federal board to de­ 
termined efforts to bring a truce. 
The board, which opened public 
hearings on the m aritim e dispute 
yesterday under authority of fed­ 
eral law, moved swiftly behind the 
scenes of contact both shipowners 
and union representatives. 
Shipowners have been called to 
answer questions pertaining to an 
armistice proposal late today, O. K. 
Cu. bin,., rn u <er of the board, said. 
The board conferred last night with 
the “strike strategy" committee of 
seven appointed by the San Fran­ 
cisco central labor council. 
The Alameda county (Oakland) 
central labor council, representing 
79 unions with a membership of 
32,000, called for a general strike 
vote last night. 
All unions were 
requested to report results of the 
ballot at "the earliest possible mo­ 
ment." 
The council also authoriz­ 
ed a committee of seven to make 
strike plans and to co-operate with 
the San 
Francisco strategy com­ 
mittee.

This disorder has been 
known for centuries. 
Numerous 
e s s a y s were written about it by the 
ancient Greek physicians.
